3. Claims 1,2,5-10,13,15-23,25-36,38 and 40-43 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

5. As to Claim 1, 

6. The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 is the 
inclusion of deriving a gain or phase factor by comparing the 
corrected signal with the calculated signal. It is this feature 
found in the claim, as it is claimed in the combination that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, 
which makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 

7. As to Claim 18, 

8. The primary reason for the allowance of claim 18 is the 
inclusion of the processor is further configured to calculate 
the correction using a second measured signal induced at the one 
of the plurality of antennas without any effect associated with 
the test loop. It is this feature found in the claim, as it is
